Fearful Work in lndiana. 

Indianapolis, Ind., June 25.—The entire 
north central section of Indiana was visit- 
ed today by one of the most disastrous 
storms that ever swept over the State. 
The storm swept sections, covering hun- 
dreds of miles, extending from Haa- 
cock county northwest through the north- 
ern portion of Marion county, Hamilton 
and Boone counties and doing much dam- 
age in the Cheyene and adjacent coun- 
ties.

lines, utterly ruined, 
loss estimated at nearly $2,000,000, and fifty 
persons were more or iess injured. But 
two deaths have been reported with au- 
thority. That was the killing of James 
Van Hoy, who was caught in the riuns 
of a collapsed barn near Pendleton, and 
James Bailey, who was killed by flying 
timbers at McCordsville. 

The course of the storm was southeast 
and northwest. Its path was clear across 
the state. In the ruins left behind are 
many factories, churches, school houses 
and frame residences. The 
damage was in and neaxw Hancock 
All wire communication in the cities and 
towns in the devastated district is cut off. 
Telegraph and telephune poles are down 
for many miles and {ft will require sev- 
eral days to establish any wire .arvice. 

Trains are running irregularly. The 
crew of each incoming train brings from 
the north and east stories of the serious 
damage to property. 

Factories Destroyed. 

At Maxwell, Hancock county, the United 
States chain factory was ruined, all 
buildings being destroyed. Seven work- 
men were injured by being caught be- 
meath the wreck. All will recover. The 
New Bros.’ flour mill and grain elevators 
Were totally destroyed and the Friends 
church was blown away. One house was 
totally destroyed and several damaged by 
having roofs and kitchens blownu away.

ONDON., June 25.—The British nation fs not thinking much 
of its own disappointment, nor of the losses of million, 
which will doubtless be incurred owing to the indefinite 


postponement of the coronation festivities; its heart and 
thoughts are at the bedside in Buckingham palace. where the 


king lies stricken by dangerous illness. the strong man forced 
to bow before the stronger hand of destiny. 

The king’s death, after Queen Victoria’s recent death, the 
terrrible. cndlsss war. when all at last seemed to become 
cheerful and bright. is too awful to contemplate. People go 
further in the thought; they realize that should death occur. an 
influential king, popular. married to a beloved queen, would 
be succeeded by an uninteresting. sulky prince. lacking tact 
and amiabillty, and married to a princess whom nobody cares 
for. 

Some pious people who. although English. always con- 
demned the Transvaal war and called it wicked, speak of ret- 
r.Dution and vengeance.

Washington, June 25.—(Special.)}«The 
republican leaders of the senate were 
compelled to acknowledge another defeat 
today. The friends of the statehoed bill 
scored a victory by forcing an agreement 
under the terms of which a vote on the 
bill to admit Oklahoma, New Mexico and 
Arizona will be taken at the next ses- 
sion. This is what the democrats, with 
Senator Quay and a few republicans, 
have been working for. 

Today Senator Beveridge, who is chair- 
man of the committee on territories 
which hag the bill, seeing that the com- 


bination against him was strong enough 


to adopt Senator Quay’s resolution dis- 
charging the committee from further 
consideration of the Dill, entered an 
agreement that the bill should be report- 
ed to the senate by the third day of the 
next session, and then the Senate entered 
an unanimous agreement that the bill 
shall be made the “unfinished business” 
of the senate of December 10 or the next 
day thereafter that the senate is in ses- 
Sion, and shall be considered until dis- 
posed of. This insures a vote on the bill 
soon after that date. 

The leaders of the republicans of the 
genate have arrayed themselves, as did 
the leaders of the house, against the pas- 
sage of the bill.. The demccrats have 
been united in favor of the admission of 
the territories. Senator Quay, probably 
for the purpose of demonstrating his 
ability as a leader, took advantage of the 
situation and with the backing of enough 
western republicans and all the demo- 
crats has brought about the result which 
upsets the plans of the eastern republi- 
cans, who have arrayed’ themselves 
against the admission of the territories. 
Senators Aldrich, Lodge and others have 
taken the position that more western 
senators were not to be desired. In spite 
of their oppesition today’s action prac- 
tically insures the admittance of these 
states before the end of the present year. 

After Mr. McCumber, of North Dakota, 
had discussed the pending pure food bill, 
and Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, 
had delivered an extended argument to 
show that the present prosperity of the 
country was due to the operatfons of the 
Dingtey tariff law, the senate took up 
the calendar and passed a large number 
of bills of minor importance. 

The conference report on the army ap- 
propriation bill was agreed to, thus pass- 
ing that measure and eliminating the fric- 
tion which has existed between the two 
houses. ese

NOT A SOCIALISTIC COLONY. 


Alkahest Printing Plant and Vegeta- 
ble Farm Will Be Cooperative, 
but Not Socialistic. 

The colony which the Alkahest Stock 
Company will establish in the suburbs 
of Atlanta, as announced exclusively by 
The Constitution, will be cooperative, so 
far as all living expenses are concerned, 
but will not be ‘“‘socialistic’’ in principle, 
as the profits from the printing plant and 
the vegetable farm will b2 divided among 
the stockholders according to the amount 

of stock taken. 

The plar originated in the necessity of 
the Alkahest system to have a printing 
plant of its own, knowing that artistic 
work could not be done without artistic 
surroundiags. Mr. McConnell, the presi- 
dent, conceived the idea of buying some 
large suburban home and grounds 
which could be made very beautiful, and 
start a printing plant there on the 
Hubbard idea of making artists out: of 
every one instead of plodding arfisans. 

It will resemble the Roycroft shop in 
the respect that it aims to develop the 
most értisic work pcssible, and to make 
the surroundings attractive and inviting. 
But it will have’ a broader scope, as rf 
contemplates literary, educational and 
Christian development of southern town 
life. This Is ‘to be made the center of 
all these. enterprises. 

The offices of the various departments 
will also be moveq there, and all officers 
and employees wiil live there on a co- 
operative plan, Mr. McConnell believing 
that living expemses in this way can be 
diminished more than habhf, and at the 
same time have more luxuries than many 
families in the city. There are a great 
many new ideas incorporated in this 
enterpris: which will make it a unique 
institution.

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SPEER IS GIVEN 
~NEW DIVISION 


Bill of Representative Brant- 
ley Has Been Passed 
by Senate. 


TWO TERMS OF COURT 
TO BE HELD AT VALDOSTA 


There Was Some Opposition to the 
Bill by Judge Speer, but Both 
Committees Favored Its 
Passage—Now Goes to 
the President. 


Washington, June 2.—(Special.)—The 
senate -today passed Mr. Brantley’s Dill 
to provide for the establishment of the 
the southern 
judicial district of Georgia. Senator Ba- 
con secured a favorable report on the 
bill a few days ago and today called it 
up for passage. It went through without 
opposition. As it has passed the house, 
it now requires only the signature of the 
president to become a law. 

The bill makes a new division of the 
circuit to be composed of the counties 
of Berrien, Brooks, Charlton, Clinch, 
Coffee, Colquitt, ‘Decatur, Echols, Irwin, 
Lowndes, Mitchell, Ware and Worth. 
Under its terms there will be held a term 
of the circuit and district court for the 
southern district at Valdosta on the sec- 
ond Mondays in. June and December each 
year. Suitable rooms and accommoda- 
tions are to be furnished for the holding 
of said courts free of expense to the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

It is provided that all suits, not of a 
local nature in the circuit and district 
courts against a single defendant inhabi- 
tant of said state, must be brought in the 
division of the district where he resides; 
but if there are two or more defendants 
residing in different divisions of the dis- 
trict, such suits may be brought in either 
division. All grand and petit juries sum- 
moned for service in each division shall 
be residents of such division. The bill 
contains the usual provisions concerning 
appeals. 


There was some opposition to the bill 


by Judge Speer when it was before the 
house committee.. Both committees gave 
unanimous reports favorable to its pass- 
age. When the bill passed the senate to- 
day two prominent citizens of Valdosta, 
Hon. W. 8S. West and Colonel J. O. Var- 
nadoe, were in the senate galleries. The 
new division will materialize on the list 
of January. 


MAC WOODSIDES, MUTE, 
COMES BACK A BETTER BOY 


A nice looking youth in a blue uniform 
and brass buttons walked into the city 
hall yesterday morning and presented the 
following note written on a scratch pad 
to One Of thé city officials: 

“I want 10 cents to get some papers 
to sell. I don’t understand talk. Can you 
read? 
cuse me.’’ 

The writing was in a plain, legible hand 
and tthe spelling and punctuation was 
that of a scholar., The humor and pathos 
of the request struck. tie. city. official. at 
once and before he advanced the amount 
requested he wrote the following: 

“What is your name?” 

In a second the answer 
back: ‘Mack Woodsides.” 

It was none other than the famous 
Mack, the deaf and dumb boy who was 
for years a problem for the Atlanta po- 
lice. At one time Mack Woodsides was 
a waif upon the streets of Atlanta. Being 
deaf and dumb it was also thought that 
he was weak-minded. He was continual- 
ly getting into trouble and one of his 
favorite amusements was to get into a 
vehicle that had been left standing on 
the streets and drive off. He would steal 
anything that he could get his hands on 
and he was full of all kinds of tricks to 
swindle the public and annoy the po- 
lice. | 

One of Mack's favorite tricks was to 
fall on the streets and pretend to have 
a fit and so natural was his acting that 
it would scare the passersby no little. 
The newspapers throughout the country 
wrote long articles about him, and Rob- 
ert Adamson, who was tnen with The 
Constitution, wrote a page article for 
The New York Journal on the line that 
Mack was a youth withuut a soul or any 
sense of right or wrong. 

But Mack was misjudged. He had plen- 
ty of soul and more brains than most 
boys of his class. Through the work of 
several Atlantans he was sent to the 
school for the deaf and dumb at Cave 
Spring some four or five years ago and 
the work of educating him was com- 
menced. At first it seemed a hopeless 
case. The boy was so bad and so un- 
Willing that the teachers at the school 
were almost persuaded that he was ayn 
idiot. ProfeSsor Connors; the head of” 
the school, never gave up hope. He be- 
lieved that Mack had a mind and that it 
could be developed, and the results have 
proven that he was not mistaken. When 
Mack commenced to realize that there 
was a new world to bé opened to him 
no boy in the schoo] learned more read- 
ily. Bit by bit he begarm to pick up 
knowledge and when he was shown the 
difference between right and wrong he 
tried to do the right thing. Once or twice 
he gave the officials of the school some 
trouble by taktng things that did not be-

‘long to him and one time he tried to 


set fire to the institution, but by firm bir 
kind treatment he was gradually re- 
formed. At the present time he can read 
and write better than rearly any boy of 
his age. He is well up in all of the 
branches taught in the common schools 
and in addition to that he has learned to 
be a first rate carpenter, wood carver anj 
shoe-maker. He is extremely fond of 
hig books and has developed a wonderf) 
thiret for knowledge and a desire to make 
something of himself. 

In talking to him yestérday through the 
medium of a scratch pad it developed that 
‘he {s home on a summer vacation, the 
‘school at Cave Spring being closed. He 
does not want to be idle while he is away 
from his books and he says that he is 
going to try and make some money be- 
for he goes back to school. When asked 
if he was going back to achool next fall. 
he wrote: 

“Yes, sir. 
things that I want to learn yet, and I am 
going back to school. Yes, I’do like it 
and I want to stay there until I know as 
much.4@s other people. Then I can make 
money like other men. I c&an learn if I 
can’t hear or talk.” 

He is a bright little fellow and laughs 
and smiles over his affliction as if it were 
a huge joke. He is a #¢triking example 
of the wonderful work that Professor 
Connors’ is doing for the deaf and dumb 
at the state’s school at Cave Spring.

Washington, June 2%.—The Philippine 
civil government bil) was thrown open to 
amendment in the house today, but very 
slow progress was made, only fifteen of 
the fifty pages of the bill being com- 
pleted by an améhment offered by 
Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, cases involving 
the construction of the constitution can 
be appealed from the supreme court of 
the islands to the supreme court of the 
United States, and by another offered by 
Mr. Littlefield of Maine, oge corporation in 
the islands is prohibited from holding 
stock in another. These were the only 
amendments of importance adopted. 

The- earlier portion of the day 
was devoted to the, consideration 
of conference reports upon the 
sundry civil, army and naval ap- 
propriation bills. The house adopted 
a proposition’ agreeable to the senate 
upon the disputed items in the army bill 
and by a vote of 63 to 95 refused to agree 
to the senate amendments to the naval 
bill providing for five submarine torpedo 
boats. No agreement was reached on the 
question of building ships in government 
yards. 

The bill was sent back «0 conference. 
The conference report on the sundry civii 
bill was agreed to. 

Among the senate amendments to the 
army appropriation bill agreed to by the 

use was one providing for $3,350,000 for 
parracks in the Philippines. When Mr. 
Hull, of lowa, moved that the house agree 
to the amendment Mr. Richardson, the 
democratic leader, contended that the 
pending proposition was “a square back 
down.”’ 

Mr. Hay, of Virginia, opposed Mr. 
Hull’s motion because the original esti- 
mates called for only $3,000,000. 

Mr. Hull aroused the ire of Mr. Rich- 
ardson and Mr. Hay by charging that 
the democrats were. opposed to doing 
anything for the army. 

‘We followed the lead of the gentleman 
from Illinois in opposing this amend- 
ment,” said Mr. Richardson, “and the 
gentleman can read his lecture to Mr. 
Cannon.”’ 

Mr. Hay and Mr. Slayden, of Texas, 
also indignantly denied that they or their 
democratic colleagues. had opposed the 
army. , 

“The gentleman makes that statement,” 
said Mr, Hay, “for political capital sole- 
ly."’ (Democratic applause.) 

Mr. Hull’s motion -prevailed. 

After discussion of.the Philippine Dill 
the house took a recess until 8 o'clock. 

There were no speakers at the night 
session and immediately after reassem- 
bling at 8:06 p. m, the hause adjourned 
until tomorrow.

DEGREE GIVEN 
TO ROOSEVELT 


Doctor of Laws Is Conferred 
on the President by Har- 
vard University. 


TAFT, WOOD AND ROOT 
PRAISED BY PRESIDENT 


Root Says They Have Accomplished 
Wonders and Should Receive the 
Gratitude of the Republic. 
Sympathy Expressed 
for the King. 


Cambridge, Maes.:, June 2%.—Commence- 
ment at Harvard university was of un- 
usual interest today because of the pres- 
ence of President Roosevelt, a graduate 
of Harvard, class of 1880, who received 
the honorary degree of LL.D. 

There were other notable guests at the 
exercises, including Secretary. of State 
John Hay, who also received the degree 
of LL.D.;: Rev. Bdward Everett Hale, 
D.D., of Boston, and many graduates 
who have brought honor to their uni- 
versity. : 

As a precaution for the safety af 
President Roosevelt, the ccllege’ yard, 
usually open to all, was inclosed by a 
fence, and only holders of degrees, offi- 
cers, students and guests were admitted, 


and these by ticket only. 

The president ard Governor Crane 
reached Harvard jvst before 10 o'clock. 
Their coming was signalled by the sound- 
ing of the bugle as the cavalry formed 
at attention, while the president alighted. 

The graduation exercises were held in 
Sanders theater, where President Eliot 
announced the degrees. After these 
ceremonies, President Roosevelt attend- 
ed the alumni banquet in memcrial hall. 
Hon. John D. Long, president of the 
alumni association, presided and intro- 
duced the speakers. The jist of toasts 
included responses by President Eliot, 
Governor Crane, President Roosevelt, 
Secretary Hay, Professor Agasazzi 
Malcolm Donald. 

The President Speaks. 
President Roosevelt began by saying: 
“Let me speak for all Americans to- 

day when I say that we watch with the 
deepest concern and sympathy the sick 
bed of the English king, and that all 
Americans in iendering their hearty 
sympathy to the people of Great Britain 
now remember keenly the outburst of 
genuine grief with which all England 
last fell greeted the calamity that befell 
us in the death of President McKinfty.”’ 

The president, after paying compll- 
ments to Secretary Hay and Senators 
Hoar and Lodge, the latter of whom he 
called his ‘‘closest, staunchest and most 
loyal personal friend,” spoke of three 
other college graduates, Elihu’ Root, 
Governor Taft and Leonard Wood, as 
men who met the need for service that 
cannot be bought. He then said: 

“When in England they geg a man to 
do what Lord Cromer did in Egypt; 
when a man returns as Lord Kitchener 
will return from South Africa, they give 
him a peerage and a great sun of 
money. He receives tangible reward, and 
our Cromers, our’ men of that stamp, 
come back to the country, and if they 
are fortunate they go back to private 
life, with the privilege of taking up what 
they can find of the strings left loose 
when they sundered their old connec- 
tiors, and if they are urfortunate, they 
are accused of maladversion in office 
Qaughter), not an accusation that hurts 
them, but ag accusation that brands 
with infamy, and every man who makes 
it, and that reflects but ill on the country 
in which it {s made. (Loud applause.) 

Praises Leonard Wood. 

‘Leonard Wood rendered services to 
Cuba of the kind if performed three 
thousand years ago would have made him 
a hero mixed up with a sun god, a man 
who did nothing else save to try to 
bring up the standard of political and 
social life in that island; to clean it 
physically and morally; to make justice 
even and fair in it. He is a man of 
slender means. He did it on his pay as 
an army officer and as governor of the 
island. Sixty millions of dollars passed 
through his hang@&, and he came out 
having to draw on his slender capital 
in order that he might come out even 
when he left the islan&. Credit to him? 
Yes, in a way. In another, no particular 
credit, because he was built so that he 
could do nothing else. (Loud applause.) 
He came out done that and having de- 
voted himself  disinterestcdly to fhe 
penefit of the Cuban people. He has come 
back hgre and has been attacked for- 
sooth by people who are not merely un- 
worthy of having their names coupled 
with his, 
derstanding the motes that have 
spurred him on to bring honor to this 
republic. (Applause.) 

“And well, Governor Taft, the head of 
the Philippine commission, a man who, 


then served as solicitor general with all 


reer, and was appointed to the United 
States bench, was asked to give up the 
position in order to go to the other side 
of the world to take up an infinitely diffi- 
cult and infinitely dangerous problem and 
to do his best to solve itt. He has done 
his best. 
Taft and Supreme Bench. 

“The man has always had the honorable 
ambition to get upon the supreme court 
and he knew that I had always hoped he 
would be put upon the supreme court 
and when there was a question of a va- 
cancy arising I said to him: 

** ‘Governor, I think I ought to tell you 
that if a vacancy comes in the supreme 
court, while it would give you an oppor- 
tunity to be put in the position you would 
have to have, I think I ought to tell you 
that if such a vacancy should occur I do 
not see how I could possibly give it to 
you, for I need you whef® you are.’ 

“He said to me: ‘Mr. President, it hag 
always been my dream to be on the su- 
preme court, but if you should offer me a 
judgeship now and at the same time con- 
gress should take entirely off my salary 
as governor I should go straight back to 
the Philippines nevertheless, for those 
people need me and expect me back and 
believe I won't dese?t them.’ (Applause.) 

“He was gone back, gone as a strong 
friend among weaker friends to help them 
upwafd along the stony and difficult path 
of self-government—(applause)—to do 
his part, and a great part, in making the 
American name a symbol of honor and of 
wood faith in the Philippine islands; to 
govern with justice and with that firm- 
ness that absence of weakness which is 
only another side of justice. (Applause.) 

Root Is Eulogized. 

‘He has gone back to do all that be- 
cause it ig his duty as he sees it. We 
are to be congratulated; we Americans, 
that we have a fellow-American like 
Taft. (Applause.) And now, Elihu Root,

One of His Armies Has Been 
Captured at Coro,

Wearly Two Thousand Laid Down 
Their Arms to the Rebels After 
@ Battle Lasting for Five

Willemstad, Island of Curacao, June 


%.—Advie:s received here from Venezuela 
ander date of June 20 say President Cas- 
tro recently tried to occupy Lavela (on 
the gulf of Core). He sent General 
Colmerares with a large force of troops 
to attack the town by the sea, hoping 
that General Ayala would assist by land 
and catch the revolutionists, who are 
there commanded by General Riera, Gen- 
eral Matos, first lieutenamt, between two 
fires. But for unknown reasons there 
was no assistance by land, and Gen- 
eral Colmenares,““@ser three hours’ 
fighting, was compelled to *seembark his 
troops and abandon the attack. 

During the mérning of June ® General 
Riera left Lavela with 1,50 men and 
attacked Coro, the capital of the state 
of Falcon, 9 miles distant. After five 
hours’ battle, General Ayala, first vice 
president of the republic and commander 
of Castro’s army, and General Telleria, 
president of the state of Falcon, seven- 
teen general and forty-five colonels, 
rendered with five guns and 1,862 men. 

The moral effect of this victory is in- 
calculable on all the country, as Presi- 
gent Castro lately represented in bulle- 
‘ins that General Riera was fiying with 
only ten followers.

CONVENTION MARKED 


DY GREAT DISORDER 


During the Debate Over Report on 
Credentials Policemen Were 
Called In—Philadelphia Del- 
emates Mad—The Plat- 
form. 


Erie, Pa., June %.—For the third time 
in twenty years, ex-Governor Robert E. 
Pattison, of Philadelphia, was nominated 
for governor of P*nnsvivania today by 
the democratic state convention. George 
N. Guthrie, of Pittsburg, was the unani- 
mous choice of the convention for lleu- 
tenant governor. James Nolan, of Read- 
ing, was nominated by acclamation for 
secrétary of internal affairs. The plat- 
form makes no reference to national ques- 
tions, which indicates that the campaign 
would be made strictly on state Issues. 
Pattison appeared before the convention 
and made a brief speech of acceptance. 

Sixty delegates were elected, but State 
Chairman William T. Creasy ruled that 
Philadelphia county was entitled to only 
twenty-nine. The chairman’s ruling was 
sustained by the credentials committee 
and also by the convention. During the 
debate on this question the spectators in 


the galleries interrupted John M. Garman, 
of Luzerne, with hisses and jeers. The 
police were called in by the sergeant of 
arms to restore order. With exception 
of three, all the Philadelphia delegates 
woted for ex-Congressman Kerr, of Clear- 
field, and left the thall after Pattison’s 
nomination. 

The plat. .rm declares—

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KING EOWARD 
HOLDS HIS OWN 


But Crisis in the Case Has 
Not Yet Come 


Bulletins Issued by Surgeons Say 
That King Is Making Satisfac- 
tory Progress—King Com- 
plains but Little, and Is 
More Cheerful. 


Continued from First Page. 
less rejoicing which wags then so disgrace- 
fully prominent was quite unheard to- 
night. Traffic pursued its way unimpeded 
and even the most popular thoroughfares 
were comparatively deserted. No illumi- 
ations dispelled the natural gloom which 
settled over the metropolis. The moon 
failed to penetrate the darkness over the 
city and a rather cold wind was blow- 


ing. 

Quiet and depressed, the crowds waited 
outside Buckingham palace for the night's 
final news of the sovereign. For several 
hours they kept their patient vigil, wan- 
dering aimlessly, but with palpable anxie- 
ty, about the open space which fronts 
the royal residence. For some reason or 
another a feeling pervaded the crowds 
that if the king lived until] tonight he 
would live to be crowned. 

Inside the palace all was still. Queen 
Alexandra, who had been in the vicinity 
of the sick room the entire day, dined 
with a few members of the royal fam- 
ily. The callers who came to the palace 
in the course of the evening contented 
themselves with driving up to the outer 
gates, where they alighted and walked in 
to inquire at the equerries’ entrance for 
the latest news. There they met only 
liveried servants and small knots of re- 
porters. With the exception of these 
callers and the noblemen who have en- 
trance to the court everybody was rigid- 
ly excluded from the palace by the po- 
lice. 

Lord Grey, a director of the British 
South Africa Company, and who recently 
visited the United States, is among those 
having entree to the court. He said toa 
representative of the Associated Press to- 
night that he had good hopes for the 
king’s recovery. 

SIR THOMAS LIPTON TALES 
OF THE KING’S CONDITION 

6 p. m.—The reports which are again 
being circulated in New York of King 
Edward's desperate condition are untrue. 
Sir Thomas Lipton ~spent an hour at 
Buckingham palace this afternoon and the 
Associated Press has his authority for 
making the pronouncement. 

“The chances yesterday,” said Sir Thom- 
as, “were decidedly against’ his recovery, 
but you can say that at 2 o'clock he was 
doing well. His majesty’s physicians are 
satisfied with his progress. The chances 
were then in his favor 

The king’s mind is entirely clear, and 
while Sir Thomas was at the palace he 
réceived word that it was his majesty's 
wish that the arrangements for the din- 
ner to about 500,000 of the poog of London, 
July 5, should be proceeded with. Before 
tomorrow morning over half. a million 
invitations will have been sent out. The 
dinner involves the employment of over 
6,800 stewards, an army of waiters and 
1,500 music hall entertainers. All the ar- 
rangements are in Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
hands, and it can be imagined that he 
would not proceed with the final arrange- 
ments unless he and others were confi- 
dent of being able to carry them out, 

The king spent a quiet day and the 
lack of unfavorable developments was re- 
garded as greatly in his favor. No defi- 
nite prognostication, however, regarding 
his chances of recovery is likely to be 
publicly vencured by the doctors for sev- 
eral days. Until this morning it was 
hoped that Friday’s procession might oc- 
cur on Saturday, the prince of Wales 
taking the king's place. This was sug- 
gested specially for the benefit of the 
colonial contingents and would have been 
almost purely a military display. The 
idea was abandoned today, as the doc- 
tors said the king was likely to still be 
in a critical condition Saturday and they 
could not be answerable for what any 
hour might bring forth, though so far 
no specially alarming symptom had ex- 
hivited itseif. 

KiNG EDWARD PROVING 
AN EXCELLENT PATIENT 

It was practically decided this after- 
noon that the prince of Wales will review 
the colonial troops, probably next week. 


They will then return to their respective 


countries. 

A favorable factor mentioned by several 
of those at the palace today was the 
king's adaptability to the severe regimen 
involved. “He is an excellent patient,’’ 
said a peer who had just seen one of the 
members of the royal family. He does 
everything he is told and does not worry 
unlike many royal personages. ‘his con- 
siderably helps the doctors in their efforts 
to pull him through. With a younger and 
thinner patient the king’s progress up 
to this afternoon would probably permit 
the doctors to be more optimistic, but 
they are carefully avoiding any possibili- 
ty of inspiring premature rejoicing.”’ 

Throughout the day a large crowd of 
people, chiefly composed of gayly dressed 
women, watched the royal carriages driv- 
ing in and out of the palace enclosure, 
vainly endeavoring to identify the foreign 
princes, and when any private carriage 
arrived the whisper went around, “Is it 
a doctor?’ 

St. James park was a@ mass of vivid 
color, due to the bright apparel of women 
strolling tn the sunshine. As the hours 
for posting a bulletin approached they 
converged on the palace, when the police 
had hard work to keep the road open for 
the stream of state and private carriages 
bound for the ambassador’s entrance, 
where the visitor's book was again in 


great demand.

friends of the college. The corner stone 
was laid on Tuesday afternoon of com- 
mencement after a strong and dignified 
address by Bishop W. A. Candler, of At- 
lanta.

FIRE DEVOURS 
COTTON BALES 


Sparks from Passing Engine 
Ignite Large Warehouse 
in Anniston. 


WORK OF THE FIREMEN | 
SAVED MUCH PROPERTY 


Largest Cotton Fire Ever Known in 
That City—One Man Overcome 
by Smoke and Heat, An- 
other Cut by Falling 
Glass. 


Annigton, Ala., June 25.—(Special.)— 
Fire broke out this afternoon in a large 
warehouse on the Southern railroad, in 
which were stored 600 bales of cotton, the 
property of Sanders, Swann & Co., and 
300 bales, property of the Woodstock cot- 
ton mill, of this city. 

There were 100 bales, the property of 
Sanders, Swann & Co., on a platform and 
it is thought that the fire caught among 
these from a passing train. Five streams 
of water were soon playing on the fira, 
but at a late hour tonight the cotton is 
still burning. The flames in the building 
have been extinguished. 

The fire was immediately adjacent to 
the large compress and ware rooms of the 
Anniston Compress Company and the 
freight depot of the Southern railroad. 
But for the prompt action of the Annis- 
ton volunteer fire department all] of the 
buildings would have gone up In smoke. 

The damage was 300 bales of cotton of 
the Woodstock cotton mills damaged by 
water, 700 bales of cotton of Sanderg 
Swann & Co., damaged by fire and water; 
warehouse, property of A. L. Tyler, Jr., 
damaged $200, and the cotton of Sanders, 
Swann & Co,, about 100 bales made worth- 
less. Local Manager Perkins now has a 
large force of hands assisting the fire- 
men in subduing the flames. 

This is the largest cotton fire that has 
ever occurred in this city. One fireman 
was overcome by heat and smoke during 
progres of the fire, but is thought to be 
out of danger tonight. Another fireman 
was badly cut by falling giass. 


NEGROES ATTACK WHITE BOY. 


He Secures Pistol and Wounds One 
of Them. 

Selma, Ala., June 25.—(Special.)—Poole 
Portis, a young white boy about 15 years 
old, shot and probably fatally wounded 
James Perry, a negro boy about 19 years 
old, here lat this evening. Portis is 
messenger at the Southern freight depot, 
and while going on an errand engaged in 
a quarrel with Morgan Perry, a brother 
of the boy who. was shot. 

Portis went back to the depot and se- 
cured a pistol. The quarrel was con- 
tinued. While Portis and Morgan Perry 
were fighting James Perry took a hand. 
He knocked Portis down. While on the 
ground Portis attempted to pull his pistol. 
One of the negro boys took it away from 
him and snapped it in Portis’ face twice, 
but the pistol would not fire. 

While the negroes were attempting to 
shoot him young Portis reached around 
and picked up a stick and Knocked the 
pistol out of the negro’s hand and then 
arose. Portis picked up the pistol and 
pointed it at James Perry and pulled the 
trigger, the ball entering the negro’s left 
side. The wound is a dangerous one.

DOES NOT WANT PURPOSE 
TO BE MISUNDERSTOOD 


Says His Action Was Not in Hope or 
Expectation of Changing Re- 
sult, but Because He Felt 
It To Be His Duty. 


—_—_-— 


Savannah, Ga., June 25.—(Special.j— 
Colone] J. H. Estill again addresses the 
voters of Georgia. His latest is in the 
way of an explanation of his position 
in having protested against the alleged 
irregularities that aided Mr. Terrell in 
winning by so large a majority. Colonel 
Estill’s letter is as follows: 

Savannah, Ga., June 2%, 

To the Democratic Voters of Georgia: 
I feel sure that you have not misunder- 
stood my purpose in the letter which I 
addressed to Hon. E. T. Brown, chair- 
man of the state democratic executive 
committee, on the lith instant, and the 
letter which I addressed to the demo- 
cratic voters of Georgia on the 16th 
Instant, though, in some of the com- 
ments upon these letters, efforts have 
been made to give them a meaning not 
Intended by me, 

I called attention to the irregularities 
connected with the recent primary, not 
with the hope or expectation that a re- 
Bult other than that which had been 
announced would be reached, but  be- 
cause I felt {it was my duty to make 
you acquainted with the fact that infor- 
mation had™ come into my _ possession 
which showed a condition of affairs cal- 
culated to destroy your confidence in the 
primary established to keep affairs 
of the state in contro] of the white peo- 
ple. 

It is true that I asked for a recount 
fn certain counties, but it was not with 
any idea of personal benefit. The large 
majority of the successful candidate 
precluded such an idea. I de- 
sired to emphasize the need for keeping 
the ballot pure in the election in which 
the white people choose candidates for 
the various offices—an election which 
settles the question as to whom the oc- 
cupants of the offices shall be, as com- 
pletely as it is settled In the later elec- 
tion where all voters have the privilege 
of casting their ballots. 

Good Reason for Chargse. 

That I was not making charges of Ir- 
regularities without good reasons is evi- 
dent from the fact that without any 
effort on my part two counties, Wilcox 
and Rabun, have been taken from the 
column of the suecessful candidate and 
placed in my column since my Ietter of 
the llth instant to Chairman Brown. I 
do not know that a recount in other 
counties to which I have called atten- 
tion in my letter to Chairman Brown 
would have heen productive of a similar 
change, but I feel that the information 
I had respecting irregularities in those 
counties was such as to make all demo- 
crats who want to retain the present 
system of choosing candidates extreme- 
ly anxious respecting the continuance of 
that system. 

A point that I wish particularly to 
make is that there has not come to me 
any denial of irregularities to which I 
called attenticn, except in the case of 
Washington county, and I am still re- 
ceiving letters containing charges of va- 
rious violations of the rules for the gov- 
ernment of the primary. 

It scems to .me that I would not. have 
beep faithful] to my duty a democrat 
heii I suppressed the information of ir- 
regularities and accepted the _ result 
yithout a protest of any kind. If these 
irregularities are permitted to continue, 
they will become more flagrant and final- 
ly confidence in the fairness of the pri- 
Mary will be destroyed. 

The white primary is the corner stone 
of white supremacy in Georgia. It is, in 
fact, the election. The, importance, 
therefore, of keeping it pure cannot be 
overestimated. It may be that I have 
been tiresome to you in making so much 
of this matter, but | preferred to be 
tiresome to leaving what seemed to me 
a duty undone.

Mr. Alderman was a leading citizen of 
his community, and leaves a large fam- 
ily.

BARNESVILLE HOMES BURNED. 


Several Families Left Shelterless 
There by Midnight Fire. 


Barnesville, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)— 
A disastrous fire visited Barnesville at 12 
o'clock last night, completely destroying 
two large dwelling housés with practical- 
ly all their contents and making home- 
less twenty-two persons. 

The fire originated in the house oc- 
cupied by Professor G. F. Oliphant and 
family on Thomaston street. It was a 
wooden structure and on account of the 
extreme dry weather succumbed rapidly 
to the flames. The occupants, including 
several children, were asleep when the 
alarm was given and barely escaped with 
their lives. Professor Oliphant’s father 
Was severely burned on the head, but the 
wound igs not serious. Several ladies oc- 
cupied rooms in the house and lost their 
furniture and wardrobes. 

A strong breeze was blowing from the 
south and in a short while the home of 
Edward Elder was soon ablaze and soon 
burned to the ground. Rev. F. R. Graves 
and family had rooms with Mr. Elder and 
saved some of their clothing and furni- 
ture. His magnificent library was totally 
destroyed. Mr. Elder-saved a small part 
of his household goods. 

Other residences adjoining those bUrTrgRy 
and across the street were charred and 
badly damaged. But for an abundance of 
water and plenty of hose other houses 
would have been burned also. The homes 
damaged are those of Edgar Cook, W. C. 
Stafford, S. B. Burr and R. G. Mate 
thews. 

All the sufferers were well insured ex- 
cept Professor Oliphant, who had only 
$500 insurance on property worth at least 
$1,500. Mr. Cook had $1,700 insurance on 
the house, which is valued at $3,000. Ed- 
ward Elder estimates his total loss at 
$0,000 with $4,000 insurance. Rev. Mr. 
Graves’ loSs was about $800 with $500 in- 
surance. 

The companies which will sustain the 
loss are the German-American $500 and 
the Aetna and Commercia] Union the bal- 
ance. The origin of the fire is unknown.

WANTS PARSON 


TO EAT WORDS 


Widow of Columbus Man De- 
fends Good Name of Her 
Late Husband, 


REV. MR. BARNARD SAID 
WILLIS USED PROFANITY 


Declared When Lightning Killed Him 
It Was God’s Hand Showing. 
Will Be Asked To Retract 
That Any Cursing 
Was Dore. 


Columbus, Ga., June %.—(Special.)—The 
Rev. J. E. Barnard, of Anniston, Ala., 
who is at present conducting a tent meet- 
ing here under the auspices of the Baptist 
Ministers’ Association, will be compelled 
to retract a statement that he recently 
made in the pulpit before several hundred 
people or he will be placed in a most un- 
pleasant and embarrassing position. 

On Sunday, June 1, John Willis, a for- 
mer policeman, was killed here by a 
stroke of lightning. Soon afterwards 
the Barnard meeting begun and Mr. Bar- 
nard said in the pulpit one night that 
Mr. Willis’ death was only a manifes- 
tation of God's power to punish those 
who anger Him. 

He further stated that Mr. Willis had 

attended that afternoon a baptizing, and, 
being drunk, cursed very loudly, making 
it necessary for the minister to come 
out of the water and force hm ito leave 
the scene. Mr. Barnard stated that Mr. 
Willis came back to the Georgia side of 
the river over the railroad bridge, still 
cursing. 
‘The family of the deceased resides in 
a few blocks of where the tent is situated. 
As soon as the widow heard the news 
she sent for the minister. He spoke, it 
is said, very rudely to her and said that 
he meant just what he said, and gave 
his informant as Rev. Lamar Jones, of 
Phenix City, Ala., who, being summoned 
by Mrs. Willis, denied having told Mr. 
Barnard anvthing of the occurrence, 

Mrs. Willis and her sons declare they 
have proof that Mr. Willis was sober on 
the Sunday afternoon that he was killed. 
J. A. Albright, principal of the Phenix 
City schools, walked across the bridge 
with »ir. Willis from the baptizing and 
says that Mr. Willis left the scene of his 
own accord and that he was perfectly 
sober and did not use any profanity. 

The affair thas occasioned no little sen- 
sation in this city, It is understood that 
Mrs. Willis has demanded a public re- 
traction of Mr. Barnard’s words, and in 
case he refuses to make the desired ex- 
planation she will take steps to force 
him to do so. 


EBLERT TEACHERS PROTEST. 


Claim Unjust Discrimination in Fa- 
vor of the Cities. 

Elberton, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)\—The 
teachers’ institute of Elbert county is in 
session here this week under the man- 
agement of Professor B. T. Roland and 
County School Commissioner J. N. Wall. 

At this morning’s session a resolution 


condemning the prectice of requiring the 
county teachers to stand the state exam- 
ination and attend the institutes and ex- 
cusing the teachers in the local systems 
of the cities and tewns was condemned. 

The legislature was called upon to en- 
act such a2 law as would prevent such 
alleged ‘unjust discrimination. 

The teachers and p>ople of the state 
were asked to aid in bringing abont a 
change that will not requirq from one 
set of teachers more than is required from 
the other, especially when both are ser- 
vants of the same maste@ and receive tne 
same remuneration for their work.

KILLS NEGRO WHO STRUCK HIM 


White Man Promptly Resents Blow 
in Machine Shops. 

Savannah, Ga., June %.—(Special.)— 
George W. Childs, colored, was shot and 
killed by George Tuton, foreman of the 
machine shops of John Rourke & Sons, 
this morning. 

There was a difference between Childs, 
who was employed as a helper, and a 
white workman as to which should use 
an emery wheel. The white man ap- 
pealed to the foreman, who _ ordered 
Childs away. The negro refused and 
Tuton pushed him off. 

At this Childs stepped back and 
smashed the foreman over the head with 
a blaecksmith’s cleaver, inflicting a se- 
vere wound and almost blinding him. 

Tuton promptly drew his revolver and 
emptied it at Childs, two bullets taking 
effect, one in his head and the other in 
his hip. Childs died in a few minutes, 
while Tuton gave himself up to an of- 
ficer.

HE TALKS OF CONVENTIONS 


Pays High Tribute to William Jen- 
nings Bryan — He Says That 
There Is No Probability of 
Hanna Opposing Roose- 
velt in 1904. 


Dublin, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Henry Litchfield West, editor of The 
Washington Post, lectured at ‘the Chau- 
tauqua hal] last night to a large audi- 
ence on “Conventions, Campaigns and 
Candidates.’’ 

Mr. West described the manner 
which the great national conventions are 
organized ahd conducted, telling of many 
incidents connected with the work of 
“rounding up” the delegates. He told of 
the great convention speeches of Inger- 
soll, Conkling and Bryan. The lecturer 
said he accompanied Mr. Bryan on nis 
famous speaking tours of the country and 
characterized the Nebraskan’s powers of 
physical endurance and equability of 
temper as things not short of wonderful. 

Mr. West related several incidents in 
order to give an idea of the personal 
characteristics of President Roosevelt, 
Mark Hanna, William J. Bryan and Pres- 


ident McKinley. 

The lecture was a thoughtful and well- 
prepared one and was much enjoved. 

Mr. West, in speaking to a representa- 
tive of The Constitution as to the proba- 
bility of President Roosevelt being Op- 
posed in 19% by Mark Hanna, said he does 
not think Hanna will be a candidate un- 
der any circumstances.

Incidental to some comments upon 
the recent address to the’ southern 
educational conference by the editor 
of The Constitution we find in The 
Chicago Inter Ocean some compari- 
sons between the higher educational 
provisions that have been made in the 
southern states for the whites and 
the blacks. The figures quoted from 
the report of the United States com- 
missioner of education show, indeed, 


———, 


that there are many more academies 


and high schools in these states for 
white children than for blacks. 

The conclusion stated by The Inter 
Ocean that “the negro is still at a 
great disadvantage in securing an ed- 
ucation in the southern states,” is 
about as wide of tlt truth as one 
could well make it. Exactly the con- 
trary is the truth and the existence of 
the Southern Educational Board is 
due to the fact that wise men north 
and south recognized that something 
extraordinarily effective . should be 
done to equalize and tend to perfect 
educational opportunities for the 
great mass of white children in the 
south. 

The Inter Ocean seems to forget 
that but a generation ago the negroes 
had no schools worth mention of any 
kind. They were a2 vast mass of re 
cently emancipated people without the 
simplest rudiments of systematic 
education. The progress they have 
Since made in fundamental. education 
has been at the expense and by the pa- 
triotic endeavor of the southern peo 
ple. Northern philanthropy largely 
expended itself upon enterprises for 
higher education, to which the vast 
majority of the children of the race 
could not aspire. Their need always 
has been and still is for the elemen- 
tary branches of English and indus- 
trial education. The wisest men of 
their own race know this and are 
turning their efforts and enthusiasm 
into that work. 

The white academies and high 
Bchools are made necessary by the 
larger educational demands of athe 
white race. They are led by the Chil 
dren whose parents are able to keep 
school through the high 
school period. On the other hand, it 
is a most difficult matter to find a 
southern community in which the nat- 
ural output of the colored grammar 
schools would supply and warrant the 
support of a colored high school. 
Even the institutions ef the higher 
grade that we have here in Atlanta 
draw their students from all parts of 
the state and many sections of the 
south.

column. 

Mr. Bryan, who knows conditions in 
Nebraska as intimately as any man in 
the state, advised the fusion, but re- 
fused to become the gubernatorial can- 
didate. There was, however, no incon- 
sistency in his action. He knew that 
the issues that most vitally affect the 
people of the state now and the re- 
lief they seek most strenuously ought 
not to be complicated by presi- 
dential questions, so to speak. He 
knew that with himself as a candidate 
the money and power of the entire re- 
publican party would be centered in 
Nebraska to compass his defeat. While 
not fearing these agencies for himself, 
he was too much a patriot to jeopar- 
dize the immediate interests of his 
home people by such a campaign—a 
campaign of personal hate and deter- 
mination to compass his defeat at any 
cost. 

The pecple of Nebraska have no suf- 
ficient reason to be republicans. The 
record of the party in that state has 
been one of bofh treasury looting and 
trust and railway oppressions. It can 
only hold power in the state by the 
division of those who oppose it and, 
therefore, that opposition is wise to 
combine—if not in one party, then in 
the fusion that has just been effected. 
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What Is Cuba To DoP 

Our special correspondent in Ha- 
vana ends the letter we printed yester- 
day with that pertinent query. But 
the question is no longer up to us. 
The republican party has practically 
kicked Cuba from the doors of con- 
gress. The president would like to do 
something for the Cubans, but he dare 
not! The trusts have got this country 
in their grip and the managers of the 
party in power have to dance to the 
music that is made to order for them, 
or pay the penalty when it comes to 
getting the cash to man the polls and 
buy a new lease of power. 

What is Cuba to do? Left by us 
with a measly quarter of a million 
dollars in her treasury, with her inter- 
national trade ruined, and with our 
markets so barred by a high tariff as 
to compel her to sell us her staples at 
a loss, what can she do? Already her 
planters are in debt to their limit, the 
planting of another crop of sugar and 
tobacco is almost impossible, the la- 
borers of the island are without work 
or the prospect of it soon, and the 
breadless people of Havana have be- 
sieged the palace of the president and 
demanded relief. If they do not get 
bread or work they threaten to rob 
whoever they find that has money. 
President Palma went down into his 
own pockets and distributed centenes 
—five dollar Spanish gold pieces—to 
the mob, but as our’ correspondent 
says, he cannot do this often. The 
Cuban congress is busy finding ways 
to spend money and none by which 
to get the money. 

What is Cuba to do, then, but run 
the length of her short tether and 
bring up in hopeless bankruptcy, end- 
ing in a petition to us for annexation, 
or in a state of chaos that will compel 
us to forcibly annex the island. The 
latter seems to be the real end that 
the republican marplots are aiming for. 
To annex Cuba by agreement means 
concessions to her, but to annex her 
forcibly means to get her in our pos- 
session and do to her as we are doing 


to the Philippines! 
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The Three New States. 


The people of Oklahoma, Arizona 


and New Mexico are justly incensed 
at the action of the republican party 
managers who have postponed their 
statehood bill until the next session 
of congress. That this is an act of 
pure partisan cowardice has been 
plainly exposed by the speech of Sen- 
ator Quay in moving to discharge the 
committee on territories from the fur- 
ther consideration of the. bill. 

The senator showea that both the 
democratic and republican parties are 
pledged to the “prompt admission” of 
all three of the territories, and that 
nearly a majority of the present sena- 
tors have so voted as delegates in the 
national party conventions of 1896 and 
1900. He is not himself a man of in- 
direction and in this case believes 
that the congress should be honest 
and prompt in redeeming the promises 
so openly and positively made. 

The ordinary citizen may wonder 
why there is any delay in admitting 
the territories to statehood. They 
have all the requisites that have been 
demanded of other territories in the 
past and have these in greater meas- 
ure than some of the original states 
and many of those admitted within 
the last quarter of a century. On the 


face of the facts there should be no |

nority of the people of the United 
States, and a heavy minority of the 
property, wealth and corporate inter- 
ests of the country. For that reason 
the eastern states are opposed to the 
making of any new states whatever. 

In addition, tt is believed that the 
three proposed states would surely 
turn up in the democratic column in 
1904 and for that reason the repub- 
lican party managers are disposed to 
go slow in giving them their voice in 
the electoral college. 

The people of the territories can 
now estimate the true value of repub- 
lican professions and promises. That 
party always runs the government for 
the party and not in the interests of 
justice, equality and patriotism. 


The Canal Is Assured. 

It will be a great day for the south 
when the canal bill is agreed to and 
signed by President Roosevelt. The 
senate and house conferees will report 
the measure with the Spooner features 
and Senator Morgan’s acquiesence 
seems to assure the prompt adoption 
of the conference report, thereby as- 
suring an isthmian canal. 

If the Panama route can be safely 
acquired and the canal is built on its 
lines we will see no reason to object. 
But should it be found that the Pana- 
ma route is unavailable, then the ca- 
nal will take the Nicaragua route and 
all will be equally well pleased. For 
what the people want is a canal. 

The canal will stimulate great en-

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Song-Birds and Bonnets. 

Besides the District of Columbia, 
fifteen states in the union have en- 
acted laws forbidding the slaughter 
of song birds for millinery purposes, 
and the states which have thus band- 
ed themselves together for the pur- 
pose of protecting the feathered min- 
strel from the clutches of the greedy 
cormorant of fashion are Indiana, 
Vermont, Illinois, Arkansas, Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Maine, Florida, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming. 

Prior to 1901 there were only five 
states in which prohibitory statutes 
were found, viz: Indiana, Vermont, II- 
linois, Arkansas and Rhode Island; 
but so strenuous have been the efforts 
at reform put forth by the Association 
of American Ornithologists that ten 
additional states were added to the 
list last year, while others will be 
added this year. 

Legislation on behalf of the song 
birds of our American woodlands has 
become imperative on account of the 
wholesale rate at which they have 
been slaughtered by hunters whose 
object in killing them has been to sup- 
ply the milliners of the country with 
feathers for the decoration of bonnets.

“I arrived in St. Pierre April 1, and 
spent two weeks with Mr. Prentis ang! his 
wife and two danghf@?®s. nm nearly every 
talk I had with the’ consul’ he complain- 
ed bitterly of his fll fortune in being as- 
signed to Martinique. I understood him 
to say that he had been’ promised some 
other post by President McKinley, but 
that Mr. Roosevelt's acceesion had alter- 
ei the arrangements. Mr, Prentis said 
there was not an hour in the day that 
he or his family were not subjecé to 
some insult by the citizens of St. Plerre. 
‘They detest Americans,’ he told me, 
‘because they have heard of our negotia- 
tions to purchase the Danish islands, 
and fear we have our eye on this one.’ 
All the’ government official positions in 
Sw Pierre were held by the blacks, who 
scorned and haftd the white population. 
In their newspapers this feeling was en- 
couraged. While at St. Plerre I had 
read to me an article denunciatory of 
Americans, which informed its readers 
that all negroes landing in New York 
were immediately lynthed, and specific 
cases of the kind had, I was told, been 
given in other stories. Mr. Prentis once 
said to me: ‘The white people would not 
dare to givé a dance or other social 
furcticn without inviting the blacks. We 
don’t care to do this, so the social life 
is dead.’ He cited an instance when 
Mrs. Prentis had been slapped in the 
face by a mulatto woman, and he cau- 
tioned me to be extremely careful not 
to get into troubTe, as nothing he could 
do would keep me trom a possible long 
imprisonment. The inhabitants of St. 
Pierre were dirty, lazy, ignorant and 
shiftless, and many of them were immoral 
to the last degree. The few respectable 
persons there were mostly the French, 
American and English people, who were 
compelled by business to be there, and 
these were few. Almost thé last thing I 
remember having said to our consul, 
when bidding him goodby, was: ‘Well, 1 
think about the best thing that could 
happen to this place would be a total 
submersion under water for about ten 
minutes,’ to which Mr. Prentfs replied, 
‘I quite agree with you.’ ”’

Origin of Famous Hymn. 


Editor Constitution: It may not be generally 
known that Georgia has a particular claim 
on the great missionary hymn, ‘‘From Green- 
land's Mountain,’’ since the music was 
written a Georgia man for a Georgia 
woman. 

Regineld Heber, an English clergyman, wrote 
the words in 1823, shortly before he became 
bishop of Calcutta, and a few years later a 
copy came to Miss Mary W. Howard, a mem- 
ber of the choir of the First Presbyterian 
church, Savannah. She was so impressed 
by their grandeur that she asked Lowell Ma- 
son, a young bank clerk, tO compose the music 
for them. He set to work, having Miss. How- 
ard’s voice in mind, and in less than half an 
hour completed the task. 

Miss Howard's singing of the hymn brought 
it into favor and it still remainge one of the 
most powerful means of arousing the mission- 
ary spirit that carries the gospel to the ut- 
termost parts of the earth. 

Bishop Heber died in India. Lowell Mason 
has also paseed away. Mary Howard married 
Rev. F. R. Goulding, author of ‘‘The Young 
Marooners,”’ and is long since dead; 
but her descendants preserve the vellum 
bound copy bearing the worde: ‘Original edi- 
tion of ‘Greenland’s Icy Mountain,’ composed 
at the request of Miss Mary Howard, an:l 
dedicated to her by Dr. Lowell Mason, Sa- 
vannah, Ga., 1827."

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Engineering Advantages of Panama Over Nicara- 
guas=-Some Misconceptions Cleared Up. 


Washington, June 2%.—(Special.)—Now 
that it has been practically decided 
that the isthmian canal is to bb built 
by the Panama route, it may be inter- 
esting to note how strongly the senti- 
ment of the Walker canal commission 
is in favor of that route as compared 
with Nicaragua. Not only did the com- 
mission in both its reports point out the 
engineering advantages of the Panama 
route, but in what was practically 4 
supplemental report the members ex- 
pressed their ’convictions on a number 
of points In dispute and upon which 
their views had, in some dégree, been 
misconstrued, 

This ‘“‘stipplemental report” was not 
technically that, but it is embodied in 
letters sent to Senator Hanna in re- 
sponse to inquiries he had addressed to 
the different members of the commission 
—letters which the Ohio senator read in 
the speech he delivered the day before 
the passage of the bill. These replies 
of the commission have been carefully 
read by members of the house, and 
there is no question that they have 
served to remove doubts which were In 
some minds.

by earthquake shocks by either route. 

With regard to danger from volcanoes, 
the opinion of the commission seems to 
be summed up in the reply of Mr. Noble, 
who says: “As to the danger from Vol- 
canic eruptions, the danger must be 
greater in Nicaragua, where vyoleances 
exist near the ganal line, than in Pana- 
mn, where there are none; but the dane 
ger is too small. even in Nicaragua, to 
be a serious factor in the chotee of 
routes.”"” Senator Pasco, however, thinks 
that the possibilitv of volecanie disturb- 
ances near the Nicaragua ronte do pre- 
sent a serione question. Professor Burr 
sivs that while there is manifestly more 
danger from this source along the Niea- 
ragua route than the Panama, he does 
not think the danger would be sufficient 
either to prevent the construction of the 
Nicaragua canal or to necessitate any 
material change of course involving great 
cost, if no other route were available, 

The possibility of the control of the 
Chagres river has been much discussed.

Equal Suffrage League Given 1 
Hearing by Charter 
Committee 


- PAPERS WERE REFERRED 10 
CHAIRMAN R, f, MADDOY 


Committee Vetoes Effort To Extend 
City Limits—Charter Features 
on Electrical Control, Parks 
and Forestry and Hos- 
pitals Adopted. 


It was ‘“‘ladies’ day” ‘yesterday before 
the charter revision committee. The la- 
dies of the Atlanta Equal Suffrage League 
appeared before the committee by invita- 
tion and advanced reasons why the wom- 
en of Atlanta should be allowed to vote 
in municipal elections. 

Another important feature of the meet- 
ing was the way the committee sat down 
on the effort to take in North Atlanta. 
Wrvliie Pope introduced an amendment to 
the charter providing that North Atlanta 


be taken in and moved to have it sent to | 


the subcommittee. As a substitute for 
Mr. Pope's motion Stewart Woodson 
moved that action on the amendment be 
indefinitely postponed. Mr. Pope's mo- 
tion was put by the chair first and was 
lost. Then the motion to _ indefinitely 
postpone was put and carried by a de- 
cided majority. 

This will probably be the last effort 
of those favoring extension to bring that 
matter up, as a majority of the commit- 
tee fs undoubtedly opposed to any exten- 
sion at all and has so voted on several 
occasions. 

Ladies Want To Vote. 

The committee had only been 
sion a short while when the hour set to 
hear from the ladies arrived and with it 
the ladies. 

It wae noticed by several of the mem- 
bers and commented on that the ladies 
were evidently not superstitious, as there 
were exactly thirteen in the party. 

The first lady to address the committee 
was Mrs. M. L. McLendon. She com- 
menced by saying that as a taxpayer 
of Atlanta sne did not feel out of place 
In coming and asking for justice for the 
women of the city. She named several 
states In which the women were allowed 
to vote and hold office and spoke of the 
good work that they had done in closing 
up the places that sold whisky Illegally. 
She said the women of Atlanta were not 
asking for any favors, but that they 
wanted equal rights, and that the city 
had no right to take the taxes of the 
women and not let them vote. She de- 
clared that the women wanted a hand in 
managing the liquor traffic and if they 
could not succeed in abolishing it, they 
should at least have money to build an 
inebriate asylum. 

The next speaker to address the com- 
mittee was Miss Katherine Koch. and 
her subject wag ‘‘Why Taxpaying Women 
Should Vote.” Her argument was a 
strong one in favor of equal suffrage. 


Mrs. Wynne Applauded. 

Mrs. Mamie Folsom Wvrnne. who is the 
daughter of the late Montgomery Fol- 
som, spoke next. Mrs. Wynne's subject 
Was “Where Women Vote,” and she 
handled it in a pleasing and masterly 
manner. At the close of her remarks, so 
evident was the impression that she had 
4 made, that ghe received a hearty out- 
burst of applause from the members of 
the committee. 

The last speaker was Miss Emma Lou 
Garrett. who discussed the fallacy of 
arguments against woman's suffrage. 
Miss Garrett's speech was a strong one

When the ladies had finished their re-

Question of Taxing Electric Light 
Plant Causes Dispute. 


IS IT RAILROAD PROPERTY? 


If Not, It Is Returnable to City, but 
Comptroller General Says It Is 
Railroad Property. 


A lively split has occurred between 
the city and staté authorities in regard 
to the taxes of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company. Comptroller General 
Wright maintains that the electric light 
plant of the company is taxable as rail- 
road property, while the:city tax asses- 
sors claim that the electric light plant 
is not railroad property and that it 
should be returnable to the city for 
taxes, 

The city authorities have appealed to 
City Attorney Mayson, and the latter 
has given an opinion that the electric 
plant is not railroad property and js 
therefore returnable to the eity. The city 
attorney also tgkes the stand that the 
Street Car companies are not author- 
ized to make any tax returns to the 
State, 

Despite the contentions of the city au- 
thorities the comptroller general believes 
that an understanding will be arrived 
at by Monday next whereby the state 
will receive the taxes, that being the 
time limit given to adjust the matter. 
President Preston 8S. Arkwright, of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
called at the compt:®ller general's office 
yesterday and he and Captain’ Wright 
had a long talk abort the matter. Af- 
ter the interview bothi were satisfied 
that the matter would be adjusted bv 
Monday. The state law stipulates that 
the properties ownef by railroads are 
railroad prtperty. The comptroller gen- 
eral will hear what the city authorities 
have to say within a day or two. 
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and the ladies feel that thelr cause will 
be safe in his hands. 

The committee then resumed its regu- 
lar work after extending the ladies an in- 
vitation to remain. The report of the 
committee on parks and forestry was 
adopted in the final form. This section has 
been printed in The Constitution and 
does not materially change the present 
management of the park system. 

The report of the committee on hos- 
pitals was also adopted. It makes no 
material change in the present hospital 
rules and regulations, except. perhaps, In 
the addition of the following section, 
which will be of interest: 

“Said board shall have power, in its 
‘discretion, to’ visit, investigate and report 
to the general council upon the manage- 
ment of any charitable institution to 


which the city may be a contributor.” 
Electrical Control. 

report of the committee on the 
board of electrical control was then 
adopted in’ its final form. This report 
contains a new feature in that it ereates 
a new board for the management of the 
electrical affairs of the city similar to the 
other city boards. The report as adopted: 

Section —. Th> department cf electrical con- 
trol of the city of Atlanta sha!'l be under the 
management and control of an executive board 
composed of the mayor, ¢x-officio, the chair- 
man of the committee of the city council on 
electric and other railroads for the time be- 
irg, ex-officio, and five commissioners, to bo 
appointed in the manner and under the same 
rules and regulations and restrictions, and 
with like powers and duties, as far as ap- 
plicable, as are set forth and contained in the 
chapter of this charter and all the different 
sections on boards and beard management. 

Sec.—. The said board shall have full con- 
trol, management, regulation and supervisivn 
of the department of electrical control of the 
city of Atlanta, and shal] have full power to 
appoint such officers and men as said board 
may deem necessary for the discharge of ap- 
propriate duties in said department, and fix 
their compensation, provided the same does not 
exceed the apportionment made for that pur- 
pose by the mayor and general council, which 
compensation shal] not be increased during the 
term for which said officers and men were ap- 
pointed. 

Seac.— The chirf executive officer of such de- 
partment shall be the city electrician, and 
no person shall be eligible to that position 
unless he is a professional electrician of five 
years’ or more actual practice in that calling, 
or holds a diploma of graduation in some 
college or electrical science, university of 
electrical science, or technical school, of high 
repute, of electrical acience, and authorized 
to confer degrees; and has had two years’ ac- 
tual experience after graduation. 

Sec.—. Tre officers and employees of sald 
department ghall have power, under such rules 
and regulations as have been or shall be 
made by the said board, or by the mayor and 
general council, to enter, upon and inspect any 
premises, public or private, within the said 
city of Atlanta, where electricity is used for 
lighting or power, or for any purpose; and 
also to inspect any wires or conduits, or 
diectrical apparatus or appliances in the 
streets or elsewhere, and if unsafe, said board, 
or its committee, to condemn and require the 
same to be rewired or otherwise changed, in 
any manner that may be necessary for safe- 
ty. And such order or condemnation shall be 
enforced in the manner that has been, or may 
be hereafter prescribed by rule or ordinance 
of the mayor and general council in that be-

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INCREASE ASKED 
FROM SOUTHERN 


Comptroller General Says Returns Are 
Far Ted Small. 


A QUESTION OF MILLIONS 


Southern’s Returns Were $11,000,- 
000—Should Be Nearly $14,- 
000,000, Says Capt. Wright. 
Arbitrators Are To 
Consider Matter. 


Comptroller General Wright has reject- 
ed the tax returns of the Southern rail- 
way as made by the company, on the 
ground that the valuations afe severa: 
millions ‘of dollars less than they 
should be. 

The returns of the company value the 
Southern’s properties im Georgia at about 
$11,000,000, while the comptrolr general 
maintains that they should aggregate 
about $14,500,000. 

The question will be left to arbitration 
for settlement, and Judge Spencer R. At- 
kinson, chairman of fhe railroad commis- 
sion, for the state, and Howard Thomp- 
son, of Gainesville, for the railroad, have 
been appointed as arbitrators. In the 
event of their being unable to agree an 
umpire will be called in. In case no agree- 
ment is then reached the matter will 0 
to the governor for the appointment of 
new arbitrators. 

H. W. Miller, of the Southern railway, 
was in consultation with the eomptroller 
general yesterday, seeking to adjust the 
matter, but no satisfactory arrangement 
could be effected so it was finally de- 
cided to leave it to arbitration, 

The arbitrators will probably hold a 
meeting today and efforts will be made 
by both sides to reach a speedy conclu- 
sion, which will be satisfactory to all 
concerned. 

A. K. and N. Tax Returns Accepted. 

The comptroller general yesterday de- 
cided to accépt the tax returns submitted 
by the Atlanta, Knoxville and Nortnern 
railroad. Last year the returns of this 
company were unsatisfactory and the 
taxes were left to arbitrators, but this 
vears the returns of the company show 
an increase of $68, 000 over ‘the returns 
arrived at by the arbitrators last year.

Smythe has made many friends, who will 
regret to see him leave the city, although 
they will be glad to learn that his merit 
has been recognized and rewarded by 
such a substantial rromition.

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MRS. FELTON SAYS STUDY OF | 
MOTHERHOOD IS NEGLECTED| 


sion of the State Sociological So- 

clety yesterday was the aadress of 
Mrs. W. H. Felton on “The Problems 
That Interest Motherhood.”’ 

She made a strong and womanly ap- 
peal for the- proper instruction of 
daughters by mothers in matters re- 
lating to the marital relation, and gave 
some convincing statistics bearing on 
the importance of the proper apprecia- 
tion of the responeibilHties of mother- 
hood. She spoke in part as follows: 

“Mothers should have ‘some conception 
of the part they play in life’s drama, 
when every child must have a mother, 
and when every child’s life is unavoid- 
ably shaped by the mother’s nature, her 
health, her temper ’anhd idiosyncrasies. 
She hers:2if is the repository of the ills 
and benefits resulting from close rela- 
tion to her ancestry. 

“Our young women about to step into 
matrimony know less of themselves ani 
what is involved in parental relations 
than any other subject heretofore con- 
sidered by them. Their previous educa- 
tion is all away from these subjects 
rather than toward them. Children are 
being born into this world every day, 
every hour and every minute, and I feel 
sure nine-tenths of ‘the mothers know 
less about the Influences that will make 
or mar the physical, mental and moral 
destiny of those they bring into the 
world than any other subject that in- 
terests them. 

‘Why is it that the world does not 
recognize the fact that motherhood and 
all problems of human life are indissolu- 
bly connected,- and cannot be divorced, 
since every human being must have its 
mother, no greater service can be done 
for the human family, without regard 
to sex, than the protection of unborn 
children from the evils—inherited evils— 
that go with drunkenness. and this pro- 
tection must come through the united 
efforts of the mothers and fathers of 
these children. 

‘How many families can you call to 
mind who after twenty-five years of 
marital union can present a clean Dill 
of, health, moral, mental and physical; 
without deformity, insanity, drunkenness, 
immorality and crime? 

“Mothers hold the rece endowing 
function in themselves. The Lord Al- 
mighty decreed it. This function is at 
once the greatest mystery and the grand- 
est work ever confided to human kind; 
but nine-tenths of the women—may Il 
not tay  ninety-hundredths—know no 
more of the dangers that attend the 
destinies of the unborn child, or of their 
own intimate relation to their production 
of their own kind, than the birds in the 
air, or the fishes of the sea. 

‘“Riothers have been tratned, unfor- 
tunately, to a system of false modesty 
and unwholesume avoidance of this ani 
kindred subjects. Why should they not 
instruct their daughters, aye their sons, 
as the king’s chamberlain tutored Isther 
before she was wedded to Anasuerus?

, Oh, it is pitiful to know that a young 


girl is pushed out of the home nest, to 
flutter in dismay, ard too often to perish 
on the ground at last! How is she to 
know without a teacher, and what teach- 
er so proper, so tender, 80 sympathetic 
and so loyal as her own parents? 

“There were 13,000 divorce cases in New 
York oity alone in the year 1897. That 
tells a tale of failure, defect, disappoint- 
ment and mismating that needs no 
comment, and it ts so all over the land. 

“When the census of 1900 was taken 
there were 700,000 defectives in the United 
States, blind, deaf, deformed, insane, im- 
becile, epileptic, etc. That is another 
story that needs no explanation in this 
presence. 

“I believe as firmly as any mind cq 
grasp the condition that the negro’s edu- 
cation in books has been largely unpro- 
ductive of good results, because it ante- 
dates the proper training of the mothers 
in their lewd homes. These lewd homes 
are continual crime-producers. They pull 
down faster than book education can 
build up. If I could only whisper a word 
in Mr. Carnegie’s ears I would say, spend 
some of your money for reformatories 
for ignorant women and girls who should 
never be permitted to marry or propa- 
gate their kind until good character shall 
have been established. 

‘‘Hereditary characteristics are trans- 
mitted. There is no question about it. 
Some weeks ago the statistics were gi¢en 
out In New York state as to the progeny 
of a woman who died in 1828. She had sw 
known descendants. Nine-tenths were 
criminals, as she had been a criminal. 
Some hundreds were diseased in various 
ways. Many were hung. Some died serv- 
ing life sentences and the state spent 
thousands of dollars in convicting and 
punishing that woman's descendants. If 
her crime had made her immune to child- 
bearing then she would have been less 
inimical to public safety and spared some 
physical suffering also. She was an unfit 
person to fling 800 of her own dangerous 
class upon the public purse, and her de- 
scendants were a curs2 to the population 
upon which she and thcse like here were 
permitted to spawn them. 

“There can be no question as to the 
duty of the state to protect itself from 
indiscriminate spawning and protect 
itself from the ind&criminate marriage 
licenses. 

“I believe -tthe state should require due 
notice to be given of marriage. A plece 
of land cannot be bought from an admin- 
istrator withou notice of the sale being 
published for weeks in a public gazette, 
but any chap that can beg or borrow $1.50 
and will swear that the parties are of 
legal age, can go to the ordinary's office 
between daylight and dark and buy a per- 
mit to marry a woman who may have 800 
descendants, good, bad and indifferent, 
within her allotted perio. of reproduction. 
Fifty years from now public opinion will 
stand aghast at the liverty now allowed 
to lust and liquor.” 

Mrs. Felton closed with a strong appeal 
to the members of the sociglogical socie- 
ty to do all in their power to arouse a 
healthy public sentimen: in faver of the 
protection of motherhood, and the propa- 
gation of Knowledge among women of 
the duties that devolve upon them as the 
mothers of the race.

Henry King Tried Yesterday Af- 
femoon and Found Guilly 
of Murder 


JURY RECOMMENDED HIM 
TO MERCY OF THE COURT 


But 30 Grinutes Required To Reach a 
Verdict—Evidence Against King 
Was in Part Circumstan- 
tial, but Was Considered 
Strong by Jury. 


Henry King, the negro implicated in the 
rlot of May 17, in which seven men lost 
their lives and a number of others were 
wounded, was yesterday afternoon con- 
victed before Judge John S. Candler in 
the criminal superior court on the charge 
of firing the shot that killed Bailiff Ed 
Battle, while the riot was in progress. 
He was given a life term in the peniten- 
tiary. 

The jury found King guilty of murder. 
but recommended that he be imprisoned 
In the penitentiary for life. 

Details of the bloody battle brtween 
officers of. the law and the negro, Will 
Richardson, who did such deadly work 
with his rifle while barricaded in his 
house on McDaniel! street, in Pittsburg, 
mvere rehearsed by witnesses and rendered 
the trial of an interesting natur: King 
is the negro who was compelled to set 
fire to the house after he came out, 
but this fact was not developed in the 
evidence, 

The testimony showed that Battle had 
been killed with buckshot and that King 
came out of the house with a shotgun in 
his hands. The state contended that it 
was he who fired the fata] shot. The evi- 
dence as to the actual part played by 
King in the tragedy was circumstantial. 

The plea of the defense was that King 
visited the house merely to ascertain the 
cause of the trouble and tried to induce 
Richardson to surrender; also that he was 
not in the house at the time Battle was 
killed.

The trial was begun yesterday morning 
directly after the jury in the Lee case 
retired. 

Undertaker Testifies. 

Charles H. Swift, the undertaker, was 
the first witness. He prepared the body 
of Battle for burial and found three 
wounds, one in the neck, one in the side 
and one in the wrist, 

He extracted two buckshots from the 
body and gave it as his opinion they 
were fired from a shotgun. 

Deputy Sheriff A.- J. Shropshire next 
went on the stand, 

“Did you see Henry King on the day of 
the riot?’ asked the solicitor. 

‘IT saw him standing about 2) feet in 
front of the house from which Richard- 
son was shooting. I heard some one @all 
to him to lay down his gun, and when 
I looked saw the gun on the ground and 
King with one hand raised.’’ 

W. H. Cheshire, a county pvliceman, 
and a participant in the riot, next testi- 
fied. He stated that he saw Henry King 
come out of Richardson's store after day- 
light with a shoteun in his hands. 

“Was that after Battle was killed?’ 
asked the solicitor.

“Did the report of the shot that killed 
Battle sound as if it had been made 
by a shotgun or rifle?’ 

“Shotgun,’’ was the reply. 

“After King came out of the house, 
did you again hear the report of a shot- 
gun?’ queried the solicitor. 

‘No, sir.’’ 

The witness was handed a shotgun by 
the solicitor and identified it as the gun 
brought out of the house by King. 

Policeman George Spratlin, who 
wounded in the _ riot, stated 
before he- was wounded he 
a heavy set yellow negro with 
a rather heavy moustache look 
out of a window through a sack cover- 
ing, and that he then saw King also 
look out of the window. This was about 
twenty minutes before King came out of 
the house. 

The prisoner was told to stand up.

After the jury retired, the cpowd re- 
mained in the ccurt room, waiting 
anxiously for the verdict. 

At 12:30 a knock was heard on the 
jury room door, and the bailiff was 
informed the jury was ready to come 
out. Judge Candler was acquainted with 
this information and ordered the prisoner 
brought from the prisoner's room into 
the court room. Lee walked to a chair 
ant immediately reclined his head on 
his hand and held his handkerchief to 
his face. 

The twelve men then filed Into the jury 
box and the indictment,. on which was 
written the verdict, was fanded to Clerk 
Tom Miller. 

He read: 

“We, the jury, 
guilty.”’ 

During the reading of the verdict al- 
most perfect stillness reigned in the 
court room, the spectators being anxious 
to hear every word. Lee sat apparently 
unmoved, the only apparent notice he 
took of the verdict being to raise his 
eyes and glance ‘n front of him. 

Attorney Reuben Arnold was not pres- 
ent, but Attemey Lowry Arnold asked 
that the jury be polled. The names of 
the jurymen were called, and as each 
one stood up Judge Candler asked if 
that was his vemiict, and if he agreed 
to it. They all responded in the affirrga- 
tive. 

Before the verdict was read, Judge 
Candler instructed the sheriff to preserve 
perfect order, and to prohibit any signs 
of approval cr disapproval. 

Sentence Is Pronounced. 

After the rendering of the _ verdict, 
Judge Candler faced the prisoner. 

“Stand up, Mr. Lee,” sald he. 

The defendant slowly rose from his 
seat and assumed a stooping posture. 

“Mr. Lee,’ continued the judge, ‘‘you 
have been tried on an indictment charg- 
ing murder, and the jury has found you 
guilty. I deem it unnecessary to make 
any remarks in this case./ 1 direct that 
you be taken to the jail of Fulton county 
and there safely kept until Monday, 
July 21, when, between the hours of 10 
a.m. and 12 noon, you shall be hanged 
by. the neck until you arg gead. And 
may God have mefcy on your soul.” 

The condemned man Instantly resumed 
his seat. and a few minutes later was 
taken beck to tne rrisoner’s room. 

Neither the aged father nor the mother 
of Lee were present when the verdict 
was rendered and sentence imposed. Dr. 
J. M. Suttles, the father of Miss Sut- 
tles, was also absent. 

The charge of Judge Candler was an 
able effort, and covered all ¢he features 
of the case In a clear and concise man- 
ner. lt was practically the same in de- 
tail as the charge in other murder cases, 
excent as to the insanity issue, on which 
special stress was laid. 

Judge Candler charged that the law 
presumés all persons to be sane, and that 
the burden rests with the defendant to 
prove to the contrary.

Judge Candler Took Up Three Mur- 
der Cases During the Day, Two 
Verdicts Being Rendered. 
Solicitor Hill Asked 
for Postponements. 


Tom Hammond, ,the negro sald to be 
the assassin of Policeman E. H. De- 
Bray, who was murdered in West End 
@ year ago, was placed on trial for his 
life yesterday afternoon before Judge 
John §. Candler in the criminal superior 
cogrt. 

The jury was secured and court then 
adjourned until 8:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when the introduction of testimony 
will begin. The twelve men were chosen 
with Httle trouble. 

Three other negroes—Ike Hammond, 
Osemr Hammond and Jim Erwin—are im- 
plicated tn the crime, but the state elect- 


| ed to sever the cases and placed Tom 


Hammond on trial. Hammond was tried 
at a former session of court, the trial re- 
sulting in a mistrial. 

Solicitor Charley Hill is representing 
the state. The prisoner is represented 
by Attorneys J. D. Kilpatrick, C. B. 
Reynokis and J. B. McCle'lan. 

When the case was called, both the 
state and defense announced ready. The 
prisoner interposed a plea of not gullty, 
and the work of selecting the jury was 
begun. Solicitor Hill was fatigued from 
his work in the Lee case, and after 
the jury was sworn, Judge Candler ad- 
journed court. 

The Murder of DeBray. 

The murder of Policeman DeBray oc- 
curred last June. The officer was pa- 
trolling his beat in West End, when 
he came in contact with several negroes, 
one of whom shot him to death. The 
assassin and his comrades then made 
their escape. 

Shortly afterwards the three Ham- 
monds and Jim Erwin were arrested and 
accused of the crime. 

The delay in giving the prisoners a 
trial was due to the efforts of the state 
to induce a2 Mrs. Porter, who is-one of 
the principal witnésses for the state, to 
return to: Atlanta from Canada and 
testify. Mrs. Porter was on an electric 
car that was standirg near the scene of 
the tragedy, and # sald to have identi- 
fied the man who fired the fatal shot. 
Afterwards she moved to Canada, and, 
although the state has made repeated 
efforts to get her to come here as a 
witness, they have proved futile. 

Two More Murder Cases. 

Two additional big murder cases 
still on the criminal court docket 
trial, and one of. them will follow the 
Hammond case. The defendants are 
Willis R. Biggers and H. I. Sterne, 
charged with the murder of William H. 
Simpscn, and Mrs. Mollie Eady Duncan, 
charged with shooting and killing her 
husband, Policeman James M. Duncan. 

It is expected that the Biggers case 
will be called first: Solicitor Hill an- 
nounced yesterday morning that he is 
ready in the case, Rut at that time neith- 
er of the two defendants had been 
brought from the jall.

ROADS TO ENFORCE PER DIEM 


Meeting at Columbia Was Harmoni- 
ous—Passenger Men Return To-.

News. 


The appointments in the operating de- 
partment of the Atlantic Coast Line sys- 
tem announced in The Constitution yes- 


| terday morning weré received with great 


interest by Atlanta railroad men. 

It is the general opinion that the cir- 
cular issued by General Manager Kenly 
only provides for the organization of the 
system temporarily, and many changes 
are expected within the next few days. 

It is thought quite possible that the 
operating department will remain as con- 
stituted by Mr. Kenly’s circular, since 
he is made the head of the entire sys- 
tem, and many ratiroad men think that 
it can be better operated in two divisions 
than as a unit. 

However, very few railroad men think 
that the traffic derartments of the At- 
lantic Coast Line railroad and the Plant 
system will ®e kept distinct. It is al- 
most the universal opinion that both th 
freight and passenger departments will 
be put under the management of men 
who will have jurisciction over the en- 
tire system. 

At the present time in many cities 
both the Atlantic Coast Line railroad 
and the Plant system have entirely 
distinct agencies. Even where the busi- 
ness of the system is large enough to 
require the services of all the men em- 
ployed in the two agencies, it is be- 
lieved that they could accomplish better 
results under one management.

present headquarters of the Plant system. 
A special to The Constitution from Sa- 
vannah !s as follows: 

Officials in the Dark. 

Savannah, Ga., June 2% —(£peciail.)— 
The Atlantic Coast Line’s circular from 
the operating department contained nv 
comfort for traffic officials and em- 
ployees of the Plant system. They are 
still in the dark as to where they will 
be after July 1. James Menzies, who is 
to be general freight agent at Savannah, 
is an exception. It is positively state 
that Passenger Traffic Manager B. W. 
Wrenn will not continue in the service, 

General Superintendent Denham, of the 
Plant system, who is to retain jurisdic- 
tion over what is ncw the Plant system, 
after the consolidation, said today that 
the general publ could not tell on 
July 1 that the consolidation had taken 
place, save by the change in name from 
Plant system to Atlantic Coast Line.

WOODWARD SAYS 
NOTICE WAS GIVEN 


Declares Complaint About Water Be- 
ing Shut Of Is Unjust. 


REPAIRS HAVE TO BE MADE 


Police and Fire Departments Were 
Given Notice That Water at Cer- 
tain Point on Decatur Street 
Would Be Shut Off 
Two Hours. 


‘The following card which has been 
furnished The Constitution by Superin- 
tendent Park Woodward, of the water 
works department, explains itself. 

The criticism of the water department 
that grew out of a disconnected main, as 
explained in his card, it is said, wag evi- 
dently by other officials who failed to 
understand the whole situation. The 
water department is compelled at times 
to make repairs and the fact that the 
water has to be cut off to do the work, it 
is stated, is not the fault of the depart- 
ment. When it complies with all the 
regulations made for such circumstances 
It has done all that can be expected of !t. 
It is claimed that this was done in the 
case mentioned in the following card: 

Says Notice Was Given. 

“Atlanta, Ga., June 25.—Editor 
tution. Dear Sir: In your paper of yes- 
terday there appeared an artiicle written 
by one of your reporters relative to the 
water being cut off on Decatur street be- 
tween Butler street and Piedmont avenuc 
on the night of the 24th instant, in which 
your reporter states that this state of 
affairs in connection with the fire near 
the police barracks provoked some severe 
criticism. 

“It is, and has been, the custom of this 
department to notify the chief of the fire 
department and also all consumers of 
water on the line of pipe to be cut out 
of the fact that it is going to be cut out 
and water off and how long water will 
probably be off, so that they may make 
preparation for furnishing themselves 
with water during the time work was in 
progress. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that your 
reporter states that Captain Thomson 
was indignant because he had not been 
notified of the water supply being cut off, 
the fact remains that the official on duty 
at the police station—Sergeant Braze!l- 
ton—was notified at ten minutes after 9 
o'clock that water would be cut off at 9:30 
o'clock and would probably remain off 
until 11:30 o’clock to enable this depart- 
ment to cut in a valve at the corner of 
Piedmont avenue and Decatur street. In 
one half block of the station jis a drinking 
hydrant at the corner of Butler and De- 
catur streets, which was not cut off and 
could have been used by the police sta- 
tion during the two hours the main was 
out of service. There was also a fire 
hydrant in one block of the station house 
which could have been used to supply 
water to the prisoners in the station 
house. The police station is furnished 
with a hydrant key for the purpose of 
using these hydrants when necessary, and 
as the water was off only two hours, I 
understand why the prisoners 
were ‘begging piteously for water all dur- 
ing the night.’

*“‘Now, relative to the fire department. 
They were notified in writing at 9 p. m. 
that the water would be cut off and the 
hydrants on that main would, not be 
used from 9:30 unti] 11:30 o’clock. I have 
on file the following receipts, which 
speak for themselves:

“The water was cut off at 9:50 o'clock, 
as these parties were notified, and was 
turned on again at 11:30 o’clock. One 
block only was cut out, and that was 
between Butler and Decatur streets. 

‘There are three fire hydrants in 400 
feet of the fire which took place on De- 
catur_ street which were not cut off and 
which could have been uwed at this fire 
and why the fire department should have 
to go two blocks away to get water I am 
at a loss to understand. This depart- 
ment is certainly not responsible for the 
fire department connecting with the dead 
plug, aftere having been notified that It 
Was dead and acknowledging recetpt of 
said notice, or why Captain Thomson 
should become indignant and come very 
near turning the prisoners out for want 
of water, when his department had been 
notified of the fact that water would he 
turned off, and when he had water within 
one half block of him with which to 
supply the prisoners. 

“Tt fs absolutely necessary for this 
department to cut out a main when work 
is to be done on same, and we should not 
be blamed for the shortcomings in other 
departments who fail to properly attend 
to their duties. We did all that was 
necessarily required of us and they did 
not.

TOPIC DISCUSSED 


Sociologists Weuld Prevest the Mar- 
riage of Consumptives. 


WANT STATE SANITARIUMS 


Resolutions Passed Urging the Adop- 
tion of Protective Laws—State 
Is-Also Asked To Prohibit 
Marriage of Insane, 
Drunkards, Etc. 


Interest in the work of the Georgia State 

Sociological Society was shown by the 
large and enthusiastic audiences which 
attended yestreday’s session at the First 
Methodist church, 

Almost the entire morning’s session was 
given to the discussion of tuberculosis, 
and many interesting and _ instructive 
facts about this disease were brought out. 
In a paper read by Dr. J. Lawton Hlers, 
of Savannah, on “The State’s Duty in 
Caring for Consumptives,”’ it was shown 
that though tuberculosis is so universal 
and has such a hold on its victims, yet 
if diagnosed in its inciplency and an ef- 
fort made to control it, in the light of 
modern investigation it need not be re- 
garded with the gravity it once was. But 
since it is infectous and therefore com- 
municable, it is believed by the sociologi- 
cal society that one of the best methods 
to eradicate the disease is to prevent the 
inter-marriage of consumptives, if nec- 
by a state law. 

Resolution Is Passed. 

The following resolution was passed by 
the society on this subject: 

“We recommend that an effort be made 
to secure enactment of such laws as will 
of those: suffering
